OF TRADES TO INCREASE PRICES 
IS SHOWN BY THE EVIDENCE 


Commission Sitting 


oo 


Striking deductions are to be made 
from the evidence submitted by Bd- 
monton wholesale and retail mer- 
chants to the Commission which sat 
in the city on Wednesday for the pur- 
pose of inquiring into the cost of 
living. The object of the Commissioa 
is to socure Information for the pur- 
pose of regulating the wages of min- 
ers in the province, and their in- 
quiries covered the period from April 
ist and August lst of this year. 

From the lists of prices handed tn 
by the witnesses summoned to give 
evidence, it was seen that the general 
{ncrease in prices, although consider 
able was not #o large as popular estt- 
mation would have ft, but the most 
pecullar part is the variation seen in 
lista which covered similar articles, 
and this would bear out any conten- 
tion that there has been no general 
frame-up on the part of the traders 
to increase prices. 

Careful Buyers Win Out 

The evidence also Ss a fea- 
ture commented upon by the Com- 
missioners, which was, that the cost 
of living was decreased to the per- 
sone who took note of prices before 
purchasing, by reason of their varia- 
tion, and incidentally it bore out the 
remarks made some time ago by & 
prominent wholesaler of the city, who 
said there wag so much competition 
in the grocery and allied business in 
the city, that when a jobber was able 
to secure anything cheap, the retailer 
and purchaser has the benefit, because 
prices were immediately cut by thé 
jobber as an aid to secure business. 

Failed to Take Profits 

It was contended by some of the 
merchanie that they had not ad- 
vanced prices at all, but where the 
wholesale prices had advanced they 
had let the previous price remain un- 
changed until their stock was sold, 
and had failed to take the profit that 
might have been secured. 

One buyer stated that in regard to 
roceries that the majority showed 
ncreased prices, but the prices fluctu- 
ated so that no large purchases were 
made now. 

Generally, from the prices given, it 
would seem there was an advance of 
from $2 to $8 on a suit of clothes 
during the period, and about $1 on

| Today We Celebrate

| The First Newspaper in English 


Today marks an important anniver- 
sary in the history of journalism, for 
it was on October 11, 1621, that the 
first real newspaper in the English 
language was published. Until a few 
years ago it was thought that the first 
newspaper was “The Weckiy Newes," 
published in 1622; a copy of which is 
preserved in the British Museum, Re- 
cently, however, there was found in a 
New York collection a copy of the 
“Corant or Weekly Newes, trom Italy, 
Germany, Hungaria, Polonia, Bohemia, 
France and the Low Countries,” which 
bears the imprint, “London, Printed 
for N. B., October the 11, 1621, Out 
of the Low Dutch Coppy.” This indi- 
cates that the newspaper depended for 
its news on the journals wnich had 
been established some time before in 
Holland and Germany. The pioneer 
English newspaper contained only for- 
eign news, as it was a dangerous pro- 
ceeding to comment on domestic mat- | 
ters. The editor and publisher con- | 
cealed his identity behind the initials, 
“N. B.,” and is supposed to have been 
either Nathaniel butler or Nicholas 
both of whom were a little later 
openly connected with London jour- 
nalism, 

It is likely that the credit for the 
“Corant” belongs to Nathanie! Buller, | 


who thus may be cailed “the father | 
of English journalism.” F. N, Hunt, 
in his “Bnglish Journalism,” says of 
Butler; ,

the Giants. Pitted against Rube Ben- 
ton, the star of the White Sox hurling 
corps found a rival as skilful as he 


and who refused to allow  Cicottes 
team-mates a run to ease the strain. 
Only six of the visitors reached first 
five on hits and one on a fielders 
choice, and of these only two saw sec- 
ond base 

Behind Benton, the Giants played 
with a dosh and brilllancy which were 
completely missing in the two pre- 
ceding garies Despite Cicotte’sa fine 
control and deceptive curves. they 
smashed into the delivery of the 


White Sox’ pitching star in the fourth 
inning and hammered out the two 
runs which spe'led victory and re- 


stored their confidence for the con- 
tests to come, After the game, the Na- 
tionals expressed the belief that they 
would be able to repeat tomorrow and 
start westword Thursday night on 
even terms with their American league 
opponents for the fifth game of the 
series, set for Saturday in Chicago. 


Robertson and Benton 

Among the fans tonight the name of 
Dave Robertson is praised In equal 
proportion with Benton, Between them 
these two diamond combatants 
brought about the downfall of the 
Chicago combination when the out- 
look for a break In the series of de- 
feats was none too bright. For three 
and a-half innings the opposing box- 
men had proved invincible and the 
thirty odd thousand fans present were

Robertson sprang tnto the calctun 
giare of fame.

Gandil Checks 

With Herzog at bat, the crowd was

Bendigo, the Bruiser, Who Turned Evangelist, 
One of the most remarkable men of the ting, William Thompson, 


better known’ as Bendigo, was born in Nottingham, England, 106 
years ago, come tomorrow. The champion was the youngest of 
twenty-one sons, and wae one of a bunch of triplets. he triplots 


were nicknamed Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego, and the latter 
was abbreviated to Bendigo, the name which ompson adopted 
when he became a professional bruiser, He lived to be seventy, and 
in his latter years, after having won notoriety as a champion 
booze-fighter of England, he reformed and became an itinerant 
evangelist. His mother, to whom he was deeply attached, was a 
wild sort of woman who was always ready to pull the hair of some 
of her neighbors. She always declared that when “Bendy” was 
fighting she could tell how the battle was going by the ticking of her 
clock. “When Bendy is winning,” she explained, “the clock says, 
‘Bendy wins, by ! Bendy wins, by ——!' And when Bendy ts 
getting the worst of it, I hup an’ smash its face!" She was a 
fine old lady, in Syed of her unconventional language, and with 
twenty-one sons and several daughters she could point the finger of 
scorn at the ladies of the neighborhood who were addicted to race 
suicide, When in his cups Bendigo carried on regardiess. When 
arrested he always sent out for a bunch of flowers which he presented 
to the judge when his case was called, and this, with his plous ex- 
pressions of repentance, usually got him off with a light fine.

Anniversary of the Great Morrisscy-Sullivan Bout 

Sixty-four years ago today the little village of Boston Cornera, 
N.Y., near the Massachusetts and Connecticut border, was the Mecca 
of all the fight fans of eastern America. They had gathered there, 
to witness on the following day, October 12, 1853, the battle be- 
tween the game, hard-hitting John Morrissey and the tricky 
Yankee Sullivan. To the boxing bugs of today the names of Mor- 
rissey and Yankee Sullivan mean little, but they, with John C. Heenan 
and Tom Hyer, were the great American fighters of that day, Like 
all the pugilistic contests of that era, the fight at Boston Corners 
was under the London prize ring rules and with bare fists. Morrissey 
was the victor after a bloody contest of thirty-seven rounds. The 
first bout for the heavyweight championship of America was pulled 
off in 1849 between Tom, Hyer and Yankee Sullivan, and was for 
a purse of $10,000. Hyer was the victor, winning in sixteen rounds, 
and thus became the first recognized American champion, Hyer 
was an idol for a time, but he dissipated his strength and his money 
and in his latter years was dependent upon the charity of friends. 
Morrissey made a fortune in fighting, and got rid of most of it by 
gambling. After retiring from the ring he entered politics and was 
elected to congress, He died fairiy well-to-do, and 4s buried in a 
Troy, N.¥., cemetery, John C, Heenan was the next American 
fighter to come to the front.’ In 1860 the big Irish-American went 
over to England and fought Tom Sayers for the world’s heavy- 
weight championship. Heenan had all the best of the bout when the 
police interfered. Heenan, believing he was being robbed of the 
victory, bowled over Sayers’ seconds, throttled Sayers, and then ran 
for the cops. He was undoubtedly entitled to the world’s champion- 
ship belt, but he never got it, as Sayers retired from the ring and 
refused to fight again. While in England Heenan married Adah 
Menken, a famous actress of the day, who ‘vas alao noted as a poet 
and writer, and who moved in the best social and literary circles 
of London. She soon tired of Heenan, and got a divorce, when 
Heenan married another actress, Sara Stevens Another great 
American fighter of this period was Joe Coburn, who won the 
American championship a little over half a century ago. After 
quitting the ring Joe opened a gilded cafe on the Great White Way, 
but failed in business and died in extreme poverty.
